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housebreaks, business breaks and larce- 
nies, that have been committed by a 
gang of alleged addicts residing in scat- 
tered areas of Lawrence, according to 
Det. David Grant. 

“The gang has been committing a 
group of house robberies. Stolen checks 
from the homes would be cashed at area 
banks almost immediately following the 
robberies.”’ Det. Kevin Winters said. 

Area . businesses were also being 
“scammed” by the group, according to 
Winters. 

“Hardware stores, liquor stores, car- 
pentry supply stores and other legiti- 
mate businesses would receive calls 
from an active account and then a man 
would arrive informing them that he was 
from the store that called. He would then 


sign for the merchandise and load it in a 
car,” Grant said. ‘‘The business would 
not know that they had been robbed until 
they received the bill for merchandise 
that they never ordered.”’ 

On Sunday, Sept. 29, during a routine 
motor vehicle stop, William E. Lucchesi, 
32, 314 Market St., Lawrence and Kim M. 
Depres, 29, 135 Bowdoin St, Lawrence, 
were stopped at 8:19 p.m ori River Road, 
for failure to keep right. Lucchesi and 
Depris were charged with possession of 
heroin and hypodermic needles. Lucche- 
si, was also arrested on a warrant from 
the Methuen Police Department. 

‘The two were connected to a group of 
people we were interested in,’’ Det. Win- 
ters said. 

- On Monday, Sept. 30, Det. Sgt. Houli- 


han received information dealing with 
two incidents during the week of Sept. 24 
regarding the theft of cases of liquor 
from Capitol Liquors, 3 Railroad Ave- 
nue, according to Winters 

‘We received some information that 
another theft was about to happen at the 
liquor distributors that afternoon.’ 

Det. Grant and Winters. went to Capi 
tol and observed Walter Wila, 25, 30 Jef 
ferson St., Lawrence loading his car with 
four cases of liquor. Wila was arrested 
and charged with larceny over $100.

Project Charlie Needs 
Parental Volunteers 


Project Charlie, a program recently adopted 
by the Andover Schools, to help prevent sub- 
stance abuse, is looking for parent volunteers to 
work with student groups in each of the town’s 
elementary schools. Each volunteer will work 
with a teacher from rades 1-6, providing 15, 
hour-long sessions (usually one per week) from 
November to March. 

‘Project Charlie is a drug abuse prevention 
program with emphasis on building the child’s 
self-esteem, helping to identify healthy 
relationships and developing good decision-mak- 
ing skills,’’ explains Andover coordinator Jane 
Guild. Both teachers and parent volunteers fol- 
low a specific format of student-participation 
classes, using materials provided by the project. 

Project Charlie (an acronym for Chemical 


Abuse Resolution Lies In Education) began in 
Edina, Minn., its present headquarters, in 1976 
as a community-based effort to fight the effects 
of chemical dependency among students. It is 
now on the curriculum in cities in more than 18 
states and five Canadian provinces. North And- 
over has used the program for four years; last 
year Andoer introduced it into grades 1-3. This 
year, Andover will expand Project Charlie 
through the sixth-grade level.

SALEM, July 20 — You and your spouse both work, don't have 
time to cook supper, but want a tasty meal when you get home 

What can the couple, or any other working professional, do 
besides pop in a frozen dinner? Mansour Boustani believes he 
has an answer in Gourmet Take Away 

Gourmet Take Away, located in an area leased from the 
Kealey Farms Supermarket on Route 28, is a restaurant featuring 
fresh Middle Eastern, French and American cuisine made from 
scratch and available for take out 

Boustani, 35, is president of Byblos Corp., a parent company 
formed to oversee Gourmet Take Away. The food at the restaurant 
is not pre-packaged nor is it available at any other establishment 

Boustani, a member of the National Restaurant Association 
and of the Food and Wine Society of America, said that while he 
believes the concept of the 2'2-year-old restaurant is new, the 
idea is now about to catch on 

Customers of Gourmet Take Away drive to Salem from 
Boston and even farther away to purchase platters of baked kib 
beh, stuffed grape leaves, rice pilaf, kafta kobab and other Middle 
Eastern specialties, according to Boustani. Some people even 
ship the cuisine to friends in California, he said 


HEALTH FOOD 

Health and quality are constantly referred to by Boustani in 
describing how the food is prepared. No preservatives or ad 
ditives are found in the restaurant's dishes, nor is any sugar dex 
cept in pastries) and all the food is low in salt, he said 

‘People think nealthy food doesn’t taste good, but that is not 
so if you know how to make it,”’ Boustani said 

For example, he said, in the meat pies vegetables, not fat 
are used to keep the dish moist. In fact, Middle Eastern food has 
the basics of health food, Boustani said. ‘‘In the Middle East, the 
people use ingredients they grow in the garden — not much meat 
bul vegetables and grains 

The lamb, beef and chicken at Gourmet Take Away is almost 
entirely stripped of fat, he said. The homemade pastries at 
Gourmet Take Away are made with a batter that includes an 
appropriate liqueur 

Boustani believes in Nouvelle Cuisine, which he defines as tak

By having food fresh and ready made, Gourmet Take Away 
has many customers who will call before leaving work, pick up 
their order at 5:30 p.m., and go home 

While the restaurant does “cater to a lot of professionals who 
know value and quality,”” Bousiani is interested in broadening the 
restaurant's appeal. ‘We want to keep prices affordable for the 
community,” he said. “We are trying to hit mainstream America 
from the little boy to the millionaire 

In fact, one of the highest priced items on Gourmet Take 
Away’s menu is the large dinner platter at $29.95. The platter, 
which serves up to five people, features shrimp saute, boneless 
whole chicken breast, stuffed cabbage, stuffed zucchini, meat 
balls, rice pilaf and bread. As for lower cost items, pouch sand

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Document Center Gets Grant 


The Northeast Document Conservation Center 
NEDCC) of Andover has announced it has re- 
ceived two grants from the Massachusetts Coun- 
mn the Arts and Humanities (MCAH) for 
fiscal year 1986. 

One of the awards, $17,250 for Collections 
Management, will support a series of workshops 
on care of collectins as well as surveys of con- 
servation needs of repositories in Massachu 
setts. NEDCC views its workshops and surveys 
as an important complement to its laboratory 
services. The objectives of the workshops and 
surveys are to enable collection-holding institu- 
tions to: 1. prevent deterioration of collections 
through proper environmental control, storage 
and handling; 2. set priorities for long-term 
preservation programs; 3, make informed deci- 
sions about the use of professional conservation 
services; and 4. learn simple in-house treatment 
procedures. NEDCC plans to present five 
workshops on care and conservation of collec- 
tions. NEDCC will present a workshop on eval- 
uating library preservation options at the 
American Antiquarian Society in Worcester on 
Friday, Dec. 6, in cooperation with the Boston 
Library Consortium. The agenda will include 
the preservation options for non-rare and rare 
books in library collections. Instructors are Jan 
Merrill-Oldham, preservation officer, Universi- 
ty of Connecticut libraries, and Sherelyn Ogden, 
book conservator, Northeast Document Conser- 
vation Center. NEDCC also plans two hands-on- 
workshops on in-house care and repair of paper 
ig cooperation with the Bay State Historical 
League and the Massachusetts State Archives 
and two workshops off photographic conserva- 
tion in cooperation with the New England Mu- 
seums Associations.

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MIFA Approves $3 Million 


For Andover Expansion Project 


The Massachusetts Industrial Finance Agency (MIFA) 
has approved a $3 million industrial development bond for 
an expansion by Crusader Paper Company of Andover. 
The Andover Industrial Development Financing Authority 
(IDFA) will issue the bond. 

Crusader Paper Company, Inc. will use proceeds from 
the bond to construct a 76,800 square foot building on Con- 
nector Road. 

The project will enable the company, a paper and pa- 
perboard converter, to expand and provide additional in- 
dustrial space for the town of Andover. 

During the meeting, MIFA approved industrial devel- 
opment bonds totalling more than $49 mllion for 27 expan- 
sions statewide, many of which are involved in industries 
facing serious foreign competition. This month’s projects 
will create an estimated 800 new industrial sector jobs.

Andover High Notes 
| 


“What to do and when?”’ is a question that bewilders 
many high school students trying to plan for the future 
that stretches beyond graduation. For Andover high se- 
niors, however, the answers were organized, ready and 
waiting this past week thanks to the efforts of the high 
school guidance department. 

Under the direction of Marie Campobasso, department 
members met with senior groups one period a day Octo- 
ber 7-11. The mechanics of college or vocational school 
admissions were thoroughly reviewed. Such crugial de- 
tails as matching course credits against graduation re- 
quirements, signing up for necessary SAT and 
achievement tests, full utilization of the Career Resource 
Center and proper presentation of applications to 
guidance personnel were the focus for discussion. 

The counselors provided specific time lines for testing 
dates and the processing and submission of forms so that 
students can register promptly and plan their preparation 
time efficiently. The guidelines also included a survey of 
available sources for financial aid

Any Old Townies Remember 
Town House Second Floor? 


Until recently it was simply Town 
Hall. Now, standing all but empty on 
Main Street, the familiar brick bulding is 
a 125-year-old mystery. What did it look 
like decades ago? What once took place 
within its walls? Town officials hope 
some of Andover’s long-time citizens can 
help them answer those questions. 

With all town offices moved to the for- 
mer East Junior High School on Bartlet 
Street, the old town house has become a 
quiet place. The town employees’ ¢redit 
union has an office on the first floor, and 
the municipal maintenance department 
has set up a carpentry workshop in the 


building. But, it still stands at the heart 
of the downtown business district and ev- 
ery day townspeople can be seen relax- 
ing on its streetside benches: waiting for 
a bus, eating a hot dog, enjoying the sun- 
shine. 

Andover will not sell the building, al- 
though officials are still uncertain about 
what they'll do with it. Selectmen have 
said it might be unwise to lease first- 
floor space for commercial uses that 
would compete with existing downtown 
businesses and possibly exacerbate cur- 
rent parking problems. The Planning 
Board, for its part, believes that allowing

retail uses in the former Town Hall 
might help liven up the Park Street/Bar- 
nard Street corridor. 

Both boards agree that they’d like to 
see the post office open a customer serv- 
ice branch in the building (although fed- 
eral postal authorities haven’t promised 
that will happen) and the Andover His- 
torical Society may set up a small per- 
manent exhibit on the first floor as well. 

What most intrigues the town manager 
at this point, however, is the second floor 
of the town house, most recently used for 
offices. Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
tells the TOWNSMAN he’d like to restore 


the area to its original appearance—and 
its original function—as much as possi- 
ble. But, that calls for a bit of historica! 
research, and the manager has reached 
a dead end. 

Mahony notes that the second floor 


was partitioned into office space around © 


1940 or 1941, but before that, ‘“‘we don’t 
really know what went on here.” It 
seems clear that the area consisted of a 
large hall or auditorium with a stage, 
and served as a community meeting 
place. TOWNSMAN accounts from the 
early 1900s show that lectures, dance:

Cleanup 


The Ipswich River 
Watershed Association 
and Essex County 
Greenbelt Association 
are co-sponsoring an 
Ipswich River Clean-up 
and Restoration Pro- 
ject on Saturday, Oct. 
19. In addition to the 
problems of littering, 
downed trees and de- 
bris dispersed along 
the river by storms, 
there is a problem of 
artificial channeliza- 
tion whici occurs when 
the water is at an ap- 
propriate level for 
boaters to take ‘‘short 
cuts”’ over slightly sub- 
merged land rather 
than following the orig- 
inal streambed. This 
starts a process of 
stream channeization 
which straightens the 
natural meanders, 
shortening the river 
length. It reduces the 
amount and diversity 
of stream habitat, im- 
pactng the fish popula- 
tion. The rate of 
surface run-off and 
streamflow is in- 
creased, thus increas- 
ing erosion of banks 
and bottom and in- 
creasing sedimentation 
downstream. The river 
goes through natural 
processes of changing 
streambed, but human 
activities can have a 
dramatic, detrimental 
impact on the riparian 
habitat. Part of this 
project includes work 
groups whe will help 
restore the natural in- 
tegrity of the river in 
sections subject to 
heavy use 

Volunteer help is 
needed to work at ox- 
bows, canoe and clean 
debris from the river, 
clean up access points 
and help pick up trash 
at collection points.

Planners Object To Proposed 
Plant Due To Parking

Preliminary plans by they Crusader 
Paperboard site on Connector Road did 
not meet with the approval of the Plan- 
ning Board when they were presented 
during Tuesday’s meeting of the plan- 
ners 

Developer James Maynard, of May- 
nard Associates, Waltham described the 
preliminary site plans to the Planning 
Board 

The plans call for the building to be 
used for Research and Development 
space. The floor space of the building is 
88,000 square feet. The building will be 
divided for use by three tenants and built 
on one level. The exterior will be bronze 
aluminum and glass. There will be 2% 
parking spaces divided in front and back 
parking lots. A truck dock for up to eight 
trucks will be mixed with parking spaces 
for motor vehicles in the rear parking 
lot. A future connection to a central rail- 
road artery is planned for future con- 
struction in the rear of the building. 

I have a real problem with the back

‘Certified papers don’t stand up in 
court once the building is built,”’ 
Bradshaw said. 

The board voted to send their concerns 
to Building Inspector Sam DeSalvo. Con 
cerns will include problems with use of 
the topography of the land, concern with 
the amount of truck traffic the devel- 
opment would add to Lowell Street. Cov- 
erage and the mixture of truck docks 
with motor vehicles and pedestrians in 
the back parking lot were also discussed. 

In other business: Jenkins Estates, 
which is a 13 lot subdivsion off Jenkins 


Road, was issued a stop work order by 
the Planning Board. Developer Arthur 
Gauthier was put under a construction 
schedule two years ago. He was issued a 
stop work order in 1983 for non-compli- 
ance with the construction schedule. 
With the revised work schedule lots 9 and 
13-15 were released. Foundation and 
Board of Health permits were issued for 
the lots. A foundation permit was issued 
for lot 12, which under state law must be 
released by the Planning Board.

Relief In Sight? 


Ballardvale residents who have patiently 
awaited some relief from traffic problems cre- 
ated by industrial development, should take 
heart in the welcome news that the town is 
looking into the possibility of extending a dead 
end road in the area. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony told select- 
men recently that Burtt Road, which leads to the 
Gillette plant, then ends, could be extended by 
the town to meet with Ballardvale Street in Wil- 
mington. 

The road currently ends at the Gillette plant 
but is a dirt path from there to its Wilmington 
terminus. Mahony feels the town could pave the 
remaining portion of the road and install traffic 
signals at Ballardvale Street. 

The road would not only provide a second en- 
trance to the Gillette plant, which has a high em- 
ployment rate, but could also service other 
companies in the area. 


This, of course, would lead to taking some cars 
off River street and provide some relief to the 
Ballardvale center area since industrial traffic 
coulé enter and leave the area via Route 125 to 
Route 93. . 


Also in the planning stages, according to Maho- 
ny, is completion ef the Route 125-193 interchange 
which would further make access to the industri- 
al area easier. 


Both possibilities are welcome and, hopefully, 
will be advanced from discussion and planning to 
actua! construction. 

While industrial development in the Lowell 
Junction area has been an economic plus to And- 
over as a whole, it has been a source of continu- 
ing problems for Ballardvale residents. 

They have faced and tolerated the inordinate 
increase in not only traffic from employees on 
their way to and from the various plants, but the 
heavy trucking which has also gone with the 
town’s improved industrial base. 

Since the bulldozers first began plowing a path 
for Interstate 93 many years ago, Andover offi- 
cials have been pleading with state and federal 
officials for an interchange into the Lowell Junc- 
tion industrial park. 

The town has gone through a number of gover- 
nors and even Presidents since then, with nothing 
to show but promises, which have never been 
kept. 

Town officials will continue their efforts to ob- 
tain an interchange, but history has clearly 
shown that, while this may be the most logical 
solution to the problem, its reality seems remote. 

It is, therefor, refreshing to see that the town is 
pursuing a remedy to a long-standing problem 
which finally may provide some relief to a very 
patient group of residents in the Ballardvale 
area. 


Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — October 1910 
William G. Goldsmith, Elm Street, 78, died Oct. 7, at his 
home. Goldsmith was prinicipal of the Punchard Free 
School, from 1858-1886. He was postmaster of Andover, 
from 1886-1895 and member of the Board of Selectmen, 
from 1898-1901 

‘Many Andover men who are now in middle life will 
look back upon the training recieved at the hands of Mr. 
Goldsmith with ever increasing satisfaction,” his Oct. 14, 
TOWNSMAN obituary read. 

Andover has never in its history witnessed as large a 
throng of visitors as entered the town on Wednesday, Oct. 
11, 1910. Strangers from all parts of the town and state, 
twelve hundred strong, arrived from Boston, shortly be- 
fore ten o’clock and together with a large number of 
townspeople witnessed the dedication of a memorial tab- 
let and boulder at Rabbit’s Pond. The occasion was a 
marked one. Not only for the town, but for the entire coun- 
try as well, commemorating as it did the courageous, per- 
severing work of seven missionaries who one hundred 
years ago, set the ball rolling of missionary work in for- 
eign lands. 

The installation of drinking fountains was considered 
and a committee consisting of Messrs. Clark, Stearns of 
the Schoo! Commitee to investigate the installation of such 
fountains as might be necessary to meet the immediate 
needs of the schools. 

Columbus dgy, a new holiday, was celebrated this week. 
50 Years Ago — September 1935 
State law requires that every so often the selectmen check 
the boundaries of respective towns and that means that 
the selectmen must put on an extra pair of heavy boots 
and then go through the woods and swamps and any other 


places wnere one of those stone boundaries happen to be 
and then when they locate it they produce their little pot of 
black paint and repaint the initials that are carved in 
granite. So far this week our local selectmen met the offi- 
cials of North Andover, North Reading and Tewksbury. 
Italy, without its war and without its warmth, was 


‘transplanted to Locke Street, Wednesday afternoon and 


evening, when the November Club staged one of the most 
colorful carnivals that Andover has seen in years. The 
cold weather during the afternoon, especially the latter 
part, served to keep down the numbers of those making 
the pilgramage to Andoverized Italy, but even with this 
handicap the street fair was a big success. The November 
Clubhouse was the scene of a puppet show, tea dance, and 
a cabaret dance. 

Andover residents are still paying three cents for the 
privilege of sending a letter to their fellow townsmen in 
Ballardvale, and the residents of the Vale are still paying 
three cents for the privilege of mailing a letter to anyone 
outside their little district.

The Living Will 


What rights do citizens of the Commonwealth 
have in determing their own medical care? To- 
day’s medical technology makes it possible for 
physicians to artificially postpone imminent 
death with advanced life support systems and 
resuscitation techniques. Although the courts 
have upheld the patient’s right to refuse treat- 
ment, the situation becomes complicated when 
the patient is unconscious, near death and un- 
able to express his or her wishes. For this rea- ~ 
son, many have turned to living wills. I have 
received many requests for information about 
the living will, especially inquiries as to how to 
obtain one. 

A living will is a document stating the individ- 
ual’s désire to forgo extraordinary or heroic 
measures which will serve only to defer certain 
death. The most widely available form is dis- 
tributed by Concern for Dying, 250 West 57th St., 
Suite 831, New York, N.Y. 10107, a non-profit 
organization which provides, without charge, a 
sample will, a question-and-answer pamphlet 
and a telephone counseling service. Another 
sample will is included in the body of House bill 
2421, which has passed the House and is await- 
ing Senate action. Copies may be obtained from 
my office at Room 473G, State House, Boston 
02133. 

Both of these forms contain rather general 
language. To enhance your own will’s effective- 
ness, it is best to use one or both as a guideline to 
‘consider what specific treatments you would or 
would not desire and to include that information. 
A second way to ensure that your will is honored 
is to designate an individual to make medical 
decisions for you should you become unable to 
do so. This gives your physician someone to talk 
to and gives you someone to legally and authori- 
tatively represent you. Most importantly, your 
living will should be discussed with your doctor 
and those who may be called upon to make deci- 
sions for you, should it become necessary.

Non-College Bound Student

Righty-three percent of Andover High 
School’s class of 1985, will attend college 
A number of them will not finish the first 
semester and the non-college bound stu- 
dent may not be equipped to find a job in 
the business world, even with the high 
school diploma in hand. 


The School Committee Tuesday night 
continued the discussion of a growing 
concern that the preparation to join the 
work force for the small majority of non- 
college bound students at Andover High 


is inadequate. 


‘Something is out of wack, and it is not 
something we can fix with a budget or 
more teachers,’ School Superintendent 
Kenneth Seifert said. ‘All the public 
should be served. 


: 


In 1980, 19 percent of Andover High 
students left the school corridors for the 
work force. Ten percent, almost a 50 per- 
cent decline from tHree years ago, of this 
year’s class, plan to work directly after 
high school, according to a report by 
Mary Athey Jennings, Andover High 
School Principal. 


‘Parents are forcing college on their 
kids,’ Susan Poore, school committee 
member, said. “The dropout number 
shows that you can only push them so 
far.”’ 


Non-college bound electives are dimin- 
ishing, according to Seifert. 

Business courses average only ten to 
fifteen students, according to the high 
school principal. 

“Fourteen-year-olds are asked to 
make the biggest decision of their lives,” 
Chairman Donald W. Robb said. 

The split between the students who will 
attend Greater Lawrence Technical 
School or the public school is made in the 
seventh or eighth grade. 

“Only 50 of 1,300 high school population 
attend the vocational school,’’ Seifert 
said.
